veil received. Ha paid high tribute to 
the club and said that its efforts had

Mr. Severance, the new president of 


ihe club, was then introduced, and in 
felicitous language aeceptc'l the honor 
paid him in selecting him as the suc- 
cessor of Mr. Dow, and promised that 
tho club would continue as ia the past 
to uphold the principles of tho repub- 
ican party.

tor Chandler, who waa given a most 
cordial greeting.

ping after the milk is all drawn. 


If part of the milk is left at eacu 


milking in the uddtr. nature will soon 
stop providing it because it is not 
taken. 


Always milk a cow in the same man- 


ner, at about the same tlmp and speed. 
Any change will irritate ami tend to 
excite her. 


If you disappoint her and milk half 


an hour later, the chances are that 
yon will get less and poorer milk than 
it you milked at tho proper time. 


The last milk drawn from a cow is 


much richer than the first. The last 
quart usually contains more than three 
times as much butter fat as the first.

SUN'S EFFECT ON ROOTS. 


Tb«A«tlT« *4e4llii( float* Should b* F«nn« 


•I the Kurfse*. 


We need not concern oanolves nbout 


the subsoil of the orchard of bush lor- 
ries. The feeding roots must come 
near the surface to get the influence of 
the sun'a hent. These little feeding 
roots In countless millions tunnel the 
ground In all directions, only living 
nbout 24 hours, when they die and give 
place to others but the tunnel is loft 
to admit air and increase the surface 
of soil grains, and thus the soil is en- 
riched and kept friable, so the cultivat- 
or should never go down wore than 
two inches. Itoota are often found at 
a great deapth, but they are for the 
purpose of anchorage. The active feed- 
ing roots are always found at the sur- 
face. They must not be driven down 
deep by cultivation. 


Few people understand the important 


part sunlight plays upon the roots of 
the plant. Scientists lell us that ISii,- 
tiSO cubic miles of sunshine reach every 
square mile of the earth's surface daily, 
and that each cubic mile of the sun- 
shine has an energy equivalent to ~'l 
horse power.

The Importance 
of ihe foreign trade Is fully recognized 
In Canada, where Prof. Rotwrtsou of 
the Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture Kuminorlzt'B us follows ttie beet 
method of preparing turiieys for the 
British market, lu general the direc- 
tions apply to any choice market. 


Fast the birds for 24 hours to empty 


the crop and intestines. 


Give a small quantity of water Just 


before killing. The birds should be 
kept quiet. Dealers say that If the 
birds are frightened or excited they 
will not keep well, and the quality 
will be inferior. 


Kill by "wringing the neck," nud not 


by kutfing or sticking.' Pluck at once 
while still warm. Feathers should be 
left on the neck for about three Inches 
from the head, also a few feathers on 
the tail and tip of wings. Do not tear 
the skin in plucking, and do not under 
any circumstances dip the bird in 
water. 


Kemovc the intestines from the rear. 


Care must be taken not to break the 
gall bag. All tho rest imiy be left In- 
side. 


Some dealers recommend breaking 


down the breast bone by pushing it 
over to one side with (lie two thumbs, 
the bird having its back pressed up by 
the knee. 


Twist the wings to the back of the 


bird. A string, which, however, should 
not encircle the body, may be used to 
keep them in place. 


As soon as th<> feathers are off, hang 


the bird up by tho fe;»t to cool. 


Cleanliness is necessary. The feet 


and legs of the birds should be clean 
siKo. The birds should be thoroughly 
cooled (not froxeu); and they should 
be cold through and through before be- 
ing packed in cases.

Nowr.xT" more than in the poul- 
try liiti-iness does that old adage ap- 
ply, "An ounce ot prevention is worth 
a pound of cure.

Knitting Young Turkoy* 


May is tho host month in the year 


for young turkeys, and if they can bo 
given close attention nutil they are 
three months old they will be able to 
lake care of themselves. The food 
should be given four times a day, but 
not more than they will eat up clean, 
and may consist of milk curds, finely 
chopped onions (Including the tops), 
hard-boiled, epsrs, broad dipped in fresh 
milk and finely chopped grass. An ex- 
cellent mixture is a raw egg beaten 
with rolled oats that have been crumbl- 
ed line by rubbing with the hands. 
Bear in mind that any food left over 
to become sour is so much poison to 
them, and hence the coop should be 
moved to a fresh loration every day. 
They may be allowed to run on a lawn 
after the sun lias nriod oil" the moisture, 
the lawn to be kept close with a lawn- 
mower. Dampness is nearly always 
fatal to (hem, and they should be under 
shelter every night before sunset. The 
drinking-water should be given so they 
can reach it with their beaks only, 
ltd ore the eggs hatch rub melted lard 
on the luad and neck of the hen, close 
to the skin, and dust her well with in- 
sect-ponder. Huh two drops of lard on 
the head of each chick once a week. 
These precautions arc to guard against 
lice.

water, wholesome food or exercise. 
Fowls fed largely on corn and con- 
lined at nislu in close quarters can- 
not long remain in perfect health. It 
is plain, therefore. \v.,.,- annuals in 
confinement are much more likely to ' 
be sick than those OH the range. 
j 


Tho best plan to prevent fowls from 
i 


ailing is to koep them when in con- 
finement as nearly as possible to their 
nabits on tho range. In feeding \isc 
a variety of grains, preen foods, bone 
and meat, with plenty of pure water 
and plenty of fresh air atnieht. Avoid 
crowding them while in the house anJl 
furnish them as much yard room as 
possible, together with a scratching 
shed in winter. In case any of them 
are sick from any cause, at once put 
tnem by themselves, away from the 
rest of tbe flock. Only by constant 
study of their likes and dislikes can 
poultry be made to pay large profits.

lashes its way through the water. 
Should we touch the animal gently 
with a needle-point, the light will at 
once become visible; while if left un- 
disturbed, it will appear and disappear 
fit fairly regular Intervals, .lust be- 
fore death the little Xoct'lucao 1 ecomes 
continuously luminous, the phosphore- 
scence vanishing droetly after the ces- 
sation of life. 


A number of interesting and Ingen- 


ious experiments have been made with 
these Noctilucae to lest their lumin- 
osity, "u one occasion a goblet was 
tilled with them and u-ied as a lamp, 
and the light was found sufficiently 
strong to enable the experimenter to 
read a book. 


Vnlikc oilier luminous bodies, this 


phosphorescent light gives forth no 
perceptible heat, and the most delicate 
thermometers are not affected by it. 
That it is not produced by combus- 
tion, may be inferred from the fact 
that oxygen gas when introduced will 
not restore the llvrht after it lias dis- 
appeared at the death of the auiin.il.

Fertilize thi» Orchard. 


It is certain that any crop will ex- 


haust the soil in time, whether of grain, 
grass or fruit. On some farms may be 
soon orchards of apple trees over half 
a century old. Each of ihr>so trees 
ha\e produced fruit and in return have 
received nothing in the form of fertil- 
izer. Tt Is estimated that an ordinary 
apple crop removes from an acre of 
soil about oO pounds of nftrogen, 40 
pounds of phosphoric acid and 75 
pounds of potash. TVhm clover is 
grown in the orchard the land is bene- 
litcd by having its proportion of nitro- 
gen increased, but it gained nothing i 
in mineral matter. The land devoted to I 
apples should receive fertilizer or man- 
ure every year, and when there is n 
heavy crop of apples in sight the fruit 
should be thinned out in tho early 
stages of growtb. 


r.uiidiue rp of s<>ii<. 


As long as farming continues, so 


loii^r will barnyard manures, legumes 
and commercial fertilizers cadi have 
their 
adhetvnts. The 
old-fashioned 


farmer pins has faith entirely to barn- 
yard manures, the scientific farmer to 
chemical fertilizers, but the plain, 
thinking. 
progresshe, 
experienced 


farmer uses all three intelligently and 
wins the battle. An authority on leg- 
umes states, without contradition. that 
as much nitrogen can be furnished by 


i an application of ten or fifteen tons 
! of barnyard manure. While this is 


true beyond dispute, on thiu soil it 


1 will be necessary to use both barnyard 


manures and commercial fertilizers in 
order to obtain a ''catch" of clover. By 
tnin soils is not meant light soils, but 
rather the heavy, clayey soils. These 
nre poor in all the chemical properties, 
but mainly require nitrogen to set in 
action the minerals already in the soil 
and to be increased by the use of fer- 
tilizers containing potash and phos- 
phoric acid. It is a homely compari- 
son, but none the less true and forci- 
ble that soils cannot exist on a single 
food any more than could a human 
being. The combination of the several 
foods found in barnyard manures, leg- 
umes and chemical fertilizers are need- 
ed to obtain tbe best results on all soils 
and are especially necessary in building 
up thin soils. 


Flavor ol KjtC*. 


A vast difference exists in the flavor 


of rgg<. Ileus fed on clear, sound 
grain ;uid kept on a clean grass run, 
give much finer voduct than fowls 
that have aeess to -stable and manure 
heaps and all kin.ls of filthy food'. 
I tens feeding on tisli and onions flavor 
their cug> accoramj-ly, just as cows 
eating oiiioos or cabbage or drinking 
offensive water impact a bad taste to 
the milk and butter. The richer the 
fond, the higher the ivlor of the eggs. 
Wheat and corn give eggs the best 
color.

<?an climate, rather than in our dry and 
hot American summers, thnt the oat

country, though if only heavy oats aro 
used for socd. and the semi Is «own 
early, so that it will tiller, good crops 
can bo grown several years before the 
need needs renewing.

When the open session of the court- 


martial began M. Labor! presented a 
formal application to the court for sn 
order upon Major Carhere, the Govern- 
ment Commissary, to request that In- 
terested foreign governments, through 
diplomatic c*bannels,communlcate to ttie 
court various documents relating to the 
bordereau. Labor! said be thought this 
fctep would worry nobody and' that It 
was in conformity with precedents. 


Bfajor Carrlere replied that he did 


not think the Government could ask 
another Government for the restora- 
tion of documents. He suggested that 
the defense should obtain and submit 
the papers seml-offleially to the court. 
He saw no objection to hearing Col. 
Sehwartzkoppen and Sig. Panlzzardl 
If they consented to come. 


Col. Jouaust said the court would 


decide the matter later, and meanwhile 
proceeded with the taking of evidence. 


The first witness who was called to 


the bar was the reporter, Basset, whom 
the Matin sent to London to Interview 
Major Count Ferdinand Walzin Ester- 
hazy. The witness deposed that Ester- 
hazy confessed to him that he wrote 
the bordereau under orders from Col. 
Sanrlherr. who was then Chief of the 
Secret Intelligence Bureau. 


The order, Esterhazy said, was to 


catch the traitor at the headquarters 
of the General Staff, whom Esterhazy 
afterward said was Captain Dreyfus. 


Major Carriere here burst out with 


an extraordinary protest against Major 
Esterhnzy's insinuations against Col. 
Sandherr. 


"I protest," he cried, "in the name 


and memory of Col. Sandherr against 
the Insinuations introduced against 
him." 


M. Laborl, however, ignored this pro- 
test, which be styled "a ridiculous pre- 
tention." 


M. Laborl then called upon Gen. Ro- 


get to testify regarding letters he had 
received from 
Esterhazy 
since the 


opening of the trial. 


Gen. Roget looked the ghost of his 


former assertive self. 
His face was 


careworn and showed little of that, 
fighting spirit which first characterized 
his appearance upon the stage. He re- 
plied that he only opened one letter 
from Major Estorhnay, which he had 
forwarded to Col. Jouaust. Gen. Roget 
added that he had declined to receive 
other letters. 


M. Laborl then asked Col. Jouaust 


to have the letter read. 


Col. Jouaust at first declined, but M. 


Laborl insisted so firmly that Col. Jou- 
aust, after wrangling awhile, gave way 
and consented that the letter should 
bt? read .later. 


Gen. Roget then read the one Ester- 


hazy lett>r which he admitted having 
opened. 
In this letter Major Ester- 


hazy said he < ould not prove the exist- 
ence of the alleged syndicate organized 
In the interest of "Dreyfus and com- 
plained that the General Staff had re- 
fused to give him a fall hearing. 


M. Labori then put a scries of ques- 


tions intended to bring out the fact 
that the General Staff had 
>ade use 


of Major Esterha/y even after lie was 
known to be unreliable. 


Gen. Roget said he had not confessed 


Major Esterhazy's avowals to be of 
any value. 


M. Demange asked Gen. Roget his 


opinion of Itfajor .Esterhazy. 


"I have an absolute conviction." re- 


plied Gen. Roget, amid cries of "Oh!" 
from the audience, "that Major Ester- 
hazy is a stranger to treason." 


Gen. Roget delivered a short dis- 


course in reply to the statement that 
the phrase in the bordereau "I am going 
to the manoeuvres" showed that Drey- 
fus could not be the author of the bor- 
dereau. Gen. Roget maintained that 
M. Lamothe was wrong. 


Capt. Dreyfus arose and in a clear 


voice emphatically insisted that the clr- 
cular of May 17, 1894, announcing that 
the probationers would not go to the 
manoeuvres was written in the clear- 
est language, which the Court would 
see if it was read. He reiterated that 
he never asked to go to the manoeu- 
vres, for he was absolutely convinced 
that such a request would not have 
Been granted. 


M. Deffes, a reporter for the" Temps, 


testified that he saw Major Esterhazy 
In London, and that the latter had con- 
fessed that he was the author of the 
bordereau. 


M. Trarleux's deposition closed the 


public session. He made a very telling 
speech. 


Before the session closed the judges 


denied the request of Maitre Labori 
that foreign attaches be called to testi- 
fy on behalf of Dreyfus. 


Appeal to Powers. 


Paris. Sept. 0.—M. Delcasse, the min- 


ister of foreign affairs, will notify the 
French Embassies at Berlin and Rome 
to request of the German and Italian 
Governments the citation of Colonel 
Scbwartzkopper and Major Panizzard, 
to appear as witnesses before the court 
martial at Bonnes. 


These officers were the military at- 


taches of their respective governments 
at Paris who have been frequently 
mentioned In connection with the Drey- 
fus case. 


It was these witnesses who, the court 


at Rennes decided at first, were beyond 
its Jurisdiction. Their testimony, it is 
believed, wUI fully acquit Dreyfus.

Beavy Advaaee Iu the Ivtee 


of Steel. 


Washing too. Sept. 0.-The navy Is IH-- 


glaulug to feei seriously the effect of 
tiie hoary advance ia the steel market, 
The shipbuilding firm of Lawley * 
Go. of Boston has asked a year's exten 
tipn from Octeber 1 Ju bulldlug the 
torpedo boats De Lung and Aaktly. 
Nixon of fillubethport, N. J.. who Is 
bulldlnc tbe torpedo boata Mcbobron 
and O'Brien, has stated to naval otH- 
cials that it Is Impossible to get forc- 
ings and struts, and it Is expected that 
be will have to ask for an extension. 
There are twelve of the torpedo boats 
and destroyers under construction In 
various yards, and all are affected by 
tbe "steel famine" and the heavy 
prices, so that it is expected that ex- 
tensions will be asked ou all of these 
craft. 


The prospect is that the bids on the 


Mix protected cruisers, to be opened ou 
November I, will be much higher than 
was expected when the appropriation 
was made. It Is estimated roughly 
that the steel in hulls has advanced 
about 50 per cent.; in engines, 40 per 
cent,; In boilers, 80 per cent., and that 
tbe average advance on all classes of 
steel used In ships is about 35 per cent. 


The Engineering Buteau also has feU 


the advance, not only In increased 
prices, but in an Inability to get ma- 
terials and buildings Inside the limit 
fixed by Congress. On a recent pur- 
chase of electric cranes the advance 
was found to be about 25 per cent. In 
the contracts for material for the 
power plant at New York the increase 
ranged from 30 to GO per cent. 


The Bureau of Yards and Docks Is 


unable to proceed with a number of 
building projects at navy yards and 
stations, owing to the advance in steel. 
This is the case as to the large build- 
ings in the New York N'.tvy Yard, all 
the bids being In excess of the amount 
allowed by Congress. The same Is 
true of the ordnance shops nt the 
League Island 
Yard.

Civil Engineer Cunningham of the 


Bureau of Yards and Dorks <»avs that 
structural steel has advanced 100 per 
cent., and in some cases IWO per cent 


Admiral O'Neill of the Bureau of 


Ordnance says ordnance is about the 
only branch not affected by the iise in 
steel. Gun metal Is used only by the 
army and navy, so that there is no 
commercial demand to send up the 
prices. 


It Puzzles the Administration. 


Washington, Sept. G.— The matter of 


making an effective blockade In the 
Philippines, and especially around Lu- 
zon so as to prevent the Filipinos from 
obtaining ammunition and supplies, is 
puzzling the Administration. It has 
not l^een deemed feasible to proclaim a 
blockade, as it would indicate a state 
of war, aud possibly open a way to the 
recognition of the Insurgents. 


Whether It Is feasible to attack, sub- 


due and garrison all the ports of Lu- 
zon which might serve as ports of sup- 
ply for the Filipinos has not been de- 
termined yet. 


Heretofore there bave not been suf- 


ficient troops in Luzon to make this 
possible, and the question will now 
arise whether troops hnd best be 
spared for this purpose. 


The President has lw?en advised that 


the navy should be utilized for the pur- 
pose of preventing the Introduction of 
contraband of war and supplies for the 
Filipinos. At every port a naval ves- 
sel could be stationed, and every in- 
cominc: vessel could be made to ex- 
hibit its manifest. One trouble about 
carrying out this plnn is the fact that 
there is not a sufficient number of 
light-draught vessels to go into all the 
places where the Filipinos can receive 
their supplies. 


Bam Jones In Trouble. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., Sept. C.— Sain P. 


Jones, the celebrated evangelist, will 
be arrested on an attachment process 
if he comes within this county in the 
present session of the Circuit Court. 
Jones, at a meeting bere last spring, 
made sensational charges about open 
violations of the Sunday Closing law. 
He was here on last Sunday, and in 
addresses before a mass meeting in the 
Interest of the moral reform ticket, re- 
iterated these charges. 


A deputy sheriff served a summons 


on Jones to appear before the Grand 
Jury, which convened this week, and 
give testimony along the line of his 
charges. Jones consulted an attorney, 
and was told that he would not have 
to obey the summons, as the Grand 
Jury was not in session at the time 
the summons was served. 


Circuit Judge Estill thinks different- 


ly, and will bring the Georgia evangel- 
ist before the Grand Jury by process 
of law if he comes within his jurisdic 
tion.

&, Ames and three-fifths of Holway, 
Sullivan & Co.'s mill. Several large 
tracks of timber land are included, as 
well as the Machias boom property. 


Retirement of Admiral Sampson. 
Philadelphia, Sept 6.— In an inter- 


view here Rear Admiral Sampson con- 
firmed the report that he had asked to 
be relieved of the command of the 
North Atlantic Squadron, after the 
Dewey reception at New York. The 
Admiral said: "I some time ago ask- 
ed Secretary lx>ng to relieve me of the 
command of the squadron after the re- 
ception to Admiral Dewey, but the 
Secretary has not yet fixed a definite 
time when my relief shall be ordered."

Chief Justice of Samoa Speaks In- 


terestingly of the Development of 
American Commerce on the PH- 
clflc—Will Submit Report to the 
President Soon. 


Washington, Sept 0.—W. L. Cham- 


bers, Chief Justice of Samoa, who baa 
Just nrrivt'd In Washington, will sub- 
mit his report to the President within 
a few days. He Is now on a leave of 
absence, and the Consul-General, Mr. 
Oborne, is acting Chief Justice until 
a successor is appointed, should Justice 
Chambers resign. 


Justice Chambers spoke very inter- 


estingly of the development of Ameri- 
can commerce on the Pacific, and the 
cordiality between British and Ameri- 
can competitors. He said that he had 
become thoroughly converted to the 
sincerity of the English friendship to- 
ward Anieiiea. This sentiment, which 
was manifested strongly iu Samoa, is 
shown all over the world where Eng- 
lish and American interests are in- 
volved. A sentimental alliance, strong- 
er than any merely formal treaty, ex- 
ists between tho two peoples. In the 
progress of recent events our 
confi- 


dence in the disposition of Great Brit- 
ain to be onreful of American Inter- 
ests is found in the fact that It is not 
deemed necessary by this Government 
to send a warship to South Africa to 
look after American interests there 


The Snmoan Commission, he said, 


lias succeeded in greatly improving the 
situation in the Islands, and the pros- 
por-is of a satisfactory adjustment of 
the questions at issue are jzood. Mean- 
while the construction of the great iron 
coal fJiedf, by the United States at Pa- 
go I'a co harbor is in progress. What- 
ever settlement of the Samoan question 
mav be anivpd at finally, the United 
State« owns and will hold this magni- 
ficent harbor, and it Is the only govern- 
in en that has any such possession in 
Samoa, neither Germany nor Great 
Britain owning a port or any territory 
there except their consulates.

Holls, Secretary of the American Peace 
delegation at the Czar's conference 
The Hague and the tirst of our repre- 
sentatives to arrive home, was a pas- 
hfcuger on the incoming steamship 
Kaiser Wilheuii der Grosso. 


Mr. Holls was enthusiastic over the 


work of the Americans at The Hague. 
He praised each member as a diplomat 
and statesman and declared that it 
was the greatest victory we had ever 
achieved at an international confer- 
ence. 


All other nations adopted the Ameri- 


can peace plans. Above all Mr. Holls 
piaised the President of the Commis- 
sion, Andrew D. White. 


"Our mission," said Mr. Holls. "was 


a decided success. Of course, the re- 
sult was only the first step, but it was 
giear. 
"The tact and skill and statesman 


craft exhibited by President White 
wns wonderful He was one of the 
ablest diplomats at the 
conference 


His marvellous skill stood by us on 
many occasions, and, moreover, he was 
known by every European diplomat a' 
the conference. 
"That the conference adopted the 


American plan was a great victory for 
us. Germany at first opposed us, bu 
it was all in good faith, and one of the 
pleasantest things of the Congress -wa 
the final relations bet-ween England 
Germany and America. 
"In the hotel our nes.i-door neighbors 


were the Spanish delegates, and 
never met a finer set of men. They 
were magnificent."

DIFFERENCE IN FEET 


The Left Foot Is Commonly a Llttl* 


Bigger Than the Right. 


The man buying the shoes found the 


right one perfectly comfortable and 
easy, the left one rather snug. 
"It's usually so," said the salesman; 


"the left foot is commonly a little big- 
ger than the right foot." 


"Why 
don't you make the left shoe 


a little bigger, then?" asked the cus- 
tomer. 


"Well," said the salesman, "the dif- 


ference is usually not great, and it 
might not be enough so that it would 
be noticed in trying on shoes. 
And 


then it is not so great but what the 
difference in feeling of the two fchoes 
disappears very soon. And then, too, 
in some cases the man's rigut foot is 
the larger, the man being right-foot- 
ed In this lespect as men are some- 
times left-handed, the reverse of the 
common Imblt 
in the use 
of their 


hands. If shoes \\eie commonly rnacle 
with the left a little bigger than the 
light, to fit the 
majority 
of cases, 


thej 'd be worse than ever when you 
hit a right-footed man. So the shoes 
are made alike in size, a man gets a 
pair that fit him comfortably to stari 
with, and they adapt themselves quick- 
ly to any slight differences in the feet."

In describing his method 


of teaching Sambo how he must use a 
spoon Mr. Hiu-Ic explained that he 
placed the food In a very deep cup; 
Ba mho's natural intelligence at once 
Bhowed him the use of a spoon; but be 
nl first made the mistake of bringing 
the provender from the depth of tiie 
cup by means of the; spoon unil tliuu 
laying down on the table to be grabbed 
with his flnjrers.

§i ALONE" EN MID-OCEAN 


How Tkejr will Be Affteted by 


New Decree. 


Over 1,000 cltlxeiiH or tba United 


Stilton. 2.000 Englishmen and about 
1,000 OermauH and Krench cltt/.cns will 
be Ulrwtly aftVeti-d by the ucw older 
of things In Japan, by which extra- 
territorially disappears and foreign 
residents are made Kiibjec' to the laws 
and business regulation* of that em- 
pire. Fully 5,000 of the 10,000 foreign- 
ers now residing Iu Japan will be thus 
affected by thin feature of the Ufteen 
new treaties which nave abandoned 
consular courts and extra-terrltorlallty 
and made the citizens of the fifteen 
countries In question subject to the 
laws of Japan when residing In that 
country. 


It Is interesting to observe that the 


disposition of the Japanese is apparent- 
ly to look almost exclusively to the 
United Stales in educational" mutters, 
as the total number of Japanese stud- 
ents residing abroad, as shown by the 
census figures, \va.s 2,405, and of this 
number 2,178 were in the United 
States. ]L*(» in Germany, 47 In Itnssin 
and Kusslan colonies, •!<} In England 
and Kngllsb colonies. Ul in China, 14 
In Corea and 10 in France. 


The commercial relations between 


Japan and tbe Tnitcd Stares differ 
mtaerially from those of many other 
countries. While our 
total 'exports 


largely exceed our total imports, the 
conditions are reversed in our com- 
merce with Japan, a« our Imports from 
that country greatly exceed our ex- 
ports-to it. This is due to tbe fact that 
Japan is the producer or certain ar- 
ticles absolutely required in tbe fulled 
States, arid which cannot, or at present 
nre not. produced in this country. Of 
raw silk for our manufacturers our 
Imports from Japan in the year just 
ended amounted in round numbers to 
$l.">,00i(.ooo, or nearly as mueii as our 
total exports to that country, while 
practically one-half of our tea import- 
ed was also from Japan, the total from 
that country during the year being 
over $1,000.000. Of rice the imports 
range In the vicinity of a half-million 
dollars: tla.v, hemp and jnte for manu- 
facturing in round terms a half-million 
dollars, while mannfacrun-rs of silk 
from Japan range between $2,000,000 
nnd .ftt.O'tO.OOO annually. Japanese of- 
ficial figures show that the exports 
from that country to tlie T'nited States 
were In 1S!>S -r.Vt11.1~-l yen and her 
ibiports from the United States 40,-

An Ancient 
Saw. 


Saws were 
u«ed by the nncicnt 


Egyptians. One that was disco\ered, 
with several other carpentc.'s' tools, in 
a private tomb at Thebes is now pre- 
served in tbe British Museum. Tlio 
blade, which appears to be of iron, is 
ten and a half inches long, and an 
Inch nnd u quarter broad at tbe widest 
part. Tbe teeth are irregular, and ap- 
pear to have been formed by striking 
a blunt edged instrument against the 
edce of the plate, the bur, a rough 
shoulder, thus produced not being re- 
moved. 


A painting, copied in Uosellinl's work 


on Egyptian antiquities, represents a 
man using a similar saw, tlif piece of 
wood lie la cuting being held between 
two upright posts. In other represen- 
tations the timber Is bound with ropes 
to n single pout, and in one, copied by 
Rosellini, the workman is engaged in 
tightening tbe rope, having left tbe 
saw sticking in the cut. 


In an engraving given in tlie third 


volume of "Wilkinson's Manners nnd 
Customs of the Ancient Egyptians." 
a saw is represented of much larger 
dimensions, its length being, by com- 
parison with the man. not less than 
three or four feet. It does not appear 
that the Egyptians used saws worked 
by two men.

TRIP AROUND THE WORLD. 


HU Attempt* to Overcome the Loo- 


liueu That Crept Over Him on tlie 
Way from Boston to Glbrulter— 
Whew tbe Gule Waa High. 


In bis ilrst Instalment of bis narra- 


tive of Ids solitary voyage around tbe 
world In the sloop Spray, Captain 
Joshua Slocum describes iu tbu Sep- 
tember Century his attempts to over- 
come tbe sense of loneliness that beset 
him on the way from Boston to Gibral- 
tar. 


On the evening of July 5 the Spray, 


after having steered all day over a 
lumpy sea, took it into her head to go 
without the helmsman's aid. 
I hud 


been steering southeast by south, but 
the wind hauling forward a bit she 
dropped Into n smooth lane, bending 
southeast, and making about 
eight 


knots, her very best work. 1 crowded 
on sail to cross the tracks of tlie liners 
without loss of time, and to reach as 
soon as possible the friendly 
Gulf 


Stream. Tbe fog lifting before night. 
I was afforded a. look at the sun just 
as It was touching the sea. I watched 
It go down and out of sliiht. Then I 
turned my face east \vard, and there, 
apparently at the \ery end of the bow- 
sprit, was the smiling full moon rising 
out of the pea. X.ptune himself com- 
ing over the bows could not have star- 
tled me more. 
''Good eveninir, sir,'' I 


cried: "1 am glad to <»ee you." Many 
a long talk since then I have bad with 
the man in the moon, who had my con- 
fidence on the voyage. 


About midnight the fog shut down 


again denser than before. One could 
almost "stand on !t.'T It continued so 
for a number of da; s, tlie wind increas- 
ing to :i gale. 
T) •• •waves rose high, 


but I bad a good -.l-'p. Still, in tbe dis- 
mal fos, I felt nrrself 
drifting into 


loneliness, nn insect on a straw in tbe 
midst of the elements. I lashed the 
helm nnd my ve^pl held her course, 
and while sbe sailed I slept. 


During these dav«s n feeling of awe 


crept over me. 
My memory worked 


with startling power. Tbe ominous, 
the insignificant, the great, the small, 
the wonderful, tbe commonplace—all 
appeared before my mental vision in 
magical succession. Pazes of my bis- 
lory were recalled which bad been so 
long forgot en t h a t they M'omed to be- 
long to :i previous existence. I heard 
nil the voices of the p:i>l laughing, cry- 
ing, telling what I beard them tell In 
many corners of the earth. 


Tbe loneliness of mv state wore off 


when tbe gale was high nnd I found 
much work to do.

weather returned, then en mo tiie sense 
of solitude, which I could not shake 
off. 
I used my voice often at first, giv- 


ing some ordeis about Ilie affairs of the 
ship, for T bad been told that otherwise 
T would lose my speech.

ridian altitude of the Min I called aloud 
"KIght bells." after the custom on a 
«hlp at sea. 
Again from my cabin I 


called to an imaeinary man nl tbc 
helm, "How does she head, there?" nnd 
airaiu. "Is she on her course T 
But, 


genius no reply, I was reminded tbe 
more palpably of my condition. 
My 


voice sounded hollow on tbe empty air 
and I dropped the practice. 


However, it was not long before tbe 


thought came to me that when I was 
a lad T used to slnrr: why not try that 
now, where it would disturb no one? 
My musical talent liarl neier bred envy 
in others, but out on the Atlantic, to 
realize what it meant, yon should have 
heard me sing. Yc'i should have PI en 
the porpoij-cs leap whien I pitched my 
voice for the waves and tbe sea nnd 
all that was in it. Old turtles, with 
large eyes, poked their heads up out 
of the sea as I snce; "Johnny Itokor," 
nnd "We'll Pay Darby Doyl for His 
Boots," and the like. But the por- 
poises were, on the whole, vastly more 
appreciative than the turtles: they 
.lumped a deal blsiber. One day when 
I was humming " favorite chant, 1 
think it wns "Bnbvlon's a-Fnllin'," a 
porpoise jumped higher than the bow- 
sprit.
